turn back the clock 

Here we are, 40 years ago, and here are some 
of the things that were being printed when MUR- 
DER BY TELEVISION came to town: 

Bela Lugosi, still living up to his most ex- 
cellent reputation as a thrill specialist, has drop- 
ped the grotesque make-ups that he has used 
in recent pictures and so movie fans now have 
a chance to see him as he really is. For this time 
Lugosi has gone in for a more suave type of hor- 
ror and, tho this ultra-scientific melodrama will 
cause many a thrill & a gasp, Lugosi remains a 
smiling, good-looking scientist of intellectual 
distinction thruout the sinister proceedings. 

The plot, a novel one in its surprising twists, 
concerns the machinations of a group of unscru- 
pulous promoters who plan to steal the revolu- 
tionary television apparatus that has been devis- 
ed by Prof. Houghland. Lugosi, in the role of 
Arthur Perry, assistant to the great Houghland, 
has both factions at his mercy for he is in the 
fortunate position where he can play both ends 
against the middle. And, in the best Lugosi fash- 
ion, he makes the most of his opportunities, com- 
plicating the intricate plot while he shoots chills 
up & down the spines of a tense audience. 

For thrills, for novelty, for spectacular effects 
& for baffling mystery, the picture is 4-star en- 
tertainment. The Imperial-Cameo production 
produces one continuous succession of gasps & 
shudders from thoroly absorbed audiences ( sounds 
like THE EX OR CIS T ! — FJ A ) which actually 
sigh their relief audibly when the fiend of the 
play is brought to justice and the world again 
made safe for radio & television. 

For material the story goes slightly into the 
future, to that not-far-off day when television, 
perfected at last, will be as common in the home 
as radio in 1935. Yet there is nothing unbeliev- 
ably fantastic in the tale for we are assured by 
an authority that television, even in 1935, is capa- 
ble of every test put to it in this unusual story. 

Briefly, the plot concerns the efforts of a group 
of criminals to steal the invention of Prof. Hough-

land when the scientist refuses to sell his plans 
at their figure. Desperate to gain their ends be- 
fore the professor files his patents, they resort 
to murder— a super-murder that calls scientific 
wonders into play— a super-murder that leaves 
no clues. 

A 2d murder, more baffling than the first, 
follows in quick succession and again the only- 
clues are false ones that add further to the mys- 
tery. But science comes into its own again and 
the solution, a truly amazing one, is solved by 
the same television that was the agent of death. 

secrets of lugosi’s 
master make-ups 

At the same time this Belavision picture was 
playing around the country, stories like these 
appeared in the papers: 

Bela Lugosi, the man who has made American 
movie audiences thrill conscious, has a unique 
reputation among Hollywood’s character actors. 

For Lugosi, who is a pastmaster of the art of 
make-up, gains all of his most grotesque effects 
by the intricate use of colors and never resorts 
to putty or other such materials that are com- 
mon in most actors’ make-up boxes. 

Lugosi, of course, is a keen student of photog- 
raphy and his expert knowledge of the photogra- 
phic value of every color, of every delicate shade

& hue, is the basis for his own technique of make- 
up. Every object you see on a motion picture 
screen is depicted for you in black or white or 
one of the almost countless shades of gray.

But these grays that you see in a 
motion picture theater are not really grays in the 
studio; they are literally hundreds of delicately 
varying shades of blue, green, yellow, lavender, 
orange, red and, of course, black & white.

Shadows bring shudders. 

Slate-gray is the color of those who slay. 

Bela Lugosi uses the hundreds of gray shades 
to change completely the shape of his face. When 
Lugosi wants a crooked nose, he may employ 20 
different shades of greasepaint to give the de- 
sired effect; when he wants high cheekbones, he 
will use, perhaps, 20 or 30 other colors on his 
face. And so, Lugosi presents a grotesque sight 


in the studio— more grotesque, more harrowing, 
likely, than you have ever seen him on the screen. 
No one, not even an expert cameraman, is quite 
sure what Lugosi will look like on the screen 
when he sees him in the studio but Lugosi knows 
how to get the effect he desires.

cerning Lugosi making himself up as the wolf- 
man leader of the manimals in THE ISLAND

So what, I asked myself, is all this “revela- 
tion” about Lugosi and acrobatics with chroma- 
tics? 

I phoned Verne Langdon, a make-up artist 
wellknown to you readers of FM, read him what 
you have just read about 43 shades of grease- 
paint, etc. 

I didn’t even have to ask Langdon for his ex- 
pert opinion— he volunteered the information in 
no uncertain terms. 

As I recall, he uttered about 3 colorful words 
to begin with. Spluttered would be more like it. 

“ Poppycock !” 

“Balderdash!” 

And— “Balloon juice!” 

I guess that dates Verne. 

But, as you should know if you’ve been read- 
ing FM very long, he rates as one of the top 
make-up artists around Hollywood— he made up 
Boris Karloff for his last television performance

The only good thing that 
happened when I saw it was that after a 
couple hours of boredom one wise member 
of the audience sitting in the first row got 
up the nerve to leave his seat, go up to the 
righthand lower corner of the screen where 
the actor’s ear was resting and holler in it: 
“WAKE UP!” At least it woke up the audi- 
ence.

ANDY WARHOL’S FRANKENSTEIN has 
quite a different effect on audiences. If any eyes 
are shut it is not due to sleepiness but shock. 

How much shock can you take? 

How much do you care to take? 

If the blood-&-guts of BLOOD FEAST or EL 
TOPO didn’t satiate your sanguinary thirst . . . 
if you like to see veins & blood vessels burst be- 
fore your very eyes and squirt out of the screen 
on your clean new suit or dress . . . then this dia- 
bolical 3D epic (Dreadful Disgraceful Disgust- 
ing) will delight your perverted sense of humor 
or horror— take your choice. 

furankenshutain 

If you’ve read FM very long you’ve probably 
heard me mention sometime in the past that the 
Japanese call Mary Shelley’s Undying Monster 
“Furankenshutain.” (They call Bram Stoker’s 
Thirsty Count “Devil Man Dorakura” . . . and 
the author himself, Buramu Sutoka.) 

You’re also probably aware that Hammer 
Films— even 20th-Fox, in the case of the 
PLANET OF THE APES series— shoot ad- 


ditional gory scenes to include in the Japanese 
prints when they make one of their horror films. 

Frankly, ANDY WARHOL’S FRANKEN- 
STEIN looks like the out-takes from one of Ham- 
mer’s goriest versions. 

Andy’s atrocity makes THE EXORCIST look 
like a picture about Pollyanna with a mild case 
of eczema. 

(By the way, in the tricky way that publicists 
distort critics’ reviews, don’t be surprised if my 
foregoing statement is half-quoted so that it 
looks like I’m praising the picture: “Forrest 
Ackerman of FAMOUS MONSTERS says ‘ . . . 
makes THE EXORCIST look like a picture 
about Pollyanna with a mild case of eczema.’” 
Without including the fact that I consider it an 
atrocity & an offense to the eyeballs, it’s the 
kind of quote that could challenge, movie-goers.) 

“all the way to 
the bank” 

Of course Andy Warhol, if he is even aware 
of my existence, will little note nor long remem- 
ber nor frankly give a hoot in Hades, I imagine, 
what I think of his picture. 

Most readers of FM are (and consider your- 
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selves lucky) too young to see it anyway. 

And besides, even with my Stamp of Disap- 
proval, it’s cleaning up at the box office. 

In fact ANDY WARHOL’S DRACULA, an- 
other delight in 3D, I understand, is probably 
already causing flap as it flaps thruout the land, 
bloody bats probably gouging out eyeballs and 
dropping them into audiences’ laps. From Bloody 
Mary Shelley to Bloody Bram Stoker!

The inhabitants of Ygam, the strange 
distant world where the film takes place, 
are humanoids.

life on ygam 

The Draags have achieved the highest levels 
of scientific knowledge. 

Science has freed the Draags from drudgery so 
that, as they chose, they may employ their time 
primarily in meditation & leisure activities. 

A distant planet was once destroyed but be- 
fore this happened some of its inhabitants, call- 
ed oms, were rescued and brought to Ygam. 

On Ygam the transplanted— or, in this case, 
transplanted — oms are so tiny by Draag stan- 
dards that they almost inevitably are treated 
as pets. 


The Draag masters treat the little oms in a 
kindly fashion as long as they remain docile & 
subservient. The oms have some degree of in- 
telligence and, when domesticated, accept their 
role of amusing playthings for the rulers of Ygam 
and express affection toward their owners.

The 
teenage om tires of his confined life of luxury 
as a household pet. Fearful of the day that his 
masters discover he is more than a dumb animal, 
that he has acquired knowledge and desires 
more, he decides to run away, taking the precious 
electronic teaching device with him.

peril in the parkland 

After many mishaps, menace & narrow escapes 
among the bizarre & ofttimes dangerous flora & 
fauna of Ygam, Terr at last becomes a member 
of one of the outcast bands of oms in hiding in 
an abandoned park and throws in his lot with 
them, deciding to share their adventurous lives. 

But the Draags are concerned by the increas- 
ing numbers of wild oms and decide to commit 
“omicide” in the park by locating & destroying 
the little “pests” with little om-bombs. Many 
are slaughtered by the anti-om pellets.

Her first appear- 
ance in films was in the legendary Or- 
son Welles classic CITIZEN KANE in which 
in 1941 she portrayed the mother of Kane 
as a boy. The following year she made, 
among other pictures, JOURNEY INTO 
FEAR; and in succeeding years appeared 
in such films as THE 7th CROSS, JANE 
EYRE, DRAGON SEED, TOMORROW THE 
WORLD!, THE BEGINNING OR THE 
END?, LOST MOMENT, DARK PASSAGE, 
THE LEFT HAND OF GOD, THE STORY 


OF MANKIND; HUSH, HUSH, SWEET

She was a one woman show in the Twilight 
Zone segment “The Invaders,” written by Rich- 
ard Matheson.

HYDE) Mamoulian, I sat next to her and 
spoke following her speech. 

she was twice nominated for the Academy

Born in Clinton, Mass., she died in Rochester, 
Minn., at the age of 67, cause unrevealed as per 
her request. She had no children and left no 
known close relatives. 

The memory most likely to remain in most 
minds will most likely be that of Endora, the 
acid-tongued witch-mother in TV’s supernatural 
series Bewitched.

4 MONTHS before Bud Abbott died of 
cancer we at FM called to the attention 
of you, our readers, that the classic 
comedian was seriously ill. In a technical 
goof, Abbott was misidentified in a foto 
in our 105th issue as Costello . . . but it was 
gratifying to learn how many fans realized 
at once the difference, made no mistake as 
to who was on third. 

And here is a letter typical of the re- 
sponse that Bud Abbott got in the last 
months of his life from the FM crowd: 

“I don’t know if I can think of the right 
words or not,” writes Sandra Burleson of 
Hackleburg, Alabama, “but I want to say 
something. 

“A few months ago in an issue of FA- 
MOUS MONSTERS you asked that some- 
one write to Mr. Abbott. 
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“Well, I wrote to him no less than 4 times 
a week and I felt happy. After awhile, I 
felt as if he was one of my dearest friends 
and he is. 

“We’ve lost both Abbott & Costello now 
and the world has lost 2 of the most im- 
portant people ever. 

”Imay sound crazy but I’m not. I know 
exactly what I’m saying. 

“The love of their fans will keep the 
memory of Abbott & Costello alive forever.

tribute Irom a gothic leader 

Dr. Donald A. Reed, Founder of the Count 
Dracula Society, delivered a Tribute to Bud 
Abbott on 19 April 69 at the 7th Annual Ann 
Radcliffe Awards Banquet of the Society. In 
part he said: 

/ would, dare venture to guess that the 21st 
century may well consider that the best of our 
popular culture were the films of Charlie Chap- 
lin, Laurel & Hardy, the Marx Bros, and AB- 
BOTT & COSTELLO. 

In 1943 Abbott & Costello were the most pop- 
ular movie stars in the world. From 1941 to 1951 
Abbott & Costello made the list of the’ top 10 
box office favorites in the United States. The 
people have always loved them and tremendous- 
ly enjoyed their comedies. Recognitions from the 
intellectual community of their true worth have 
been slow. Yet in my mind there is no question 
that Abbott & Costello were the greatest comics 
of the World War 2 years. If great comedy must 
involve something beyond laughter, Abbott & 
Costello were not great comedians. But if plain 


laughter is any criterion— and to me it is a nor- 
mal & healthy standard by which to judge- 
few in the history of the world have ever equalled 
Abbott & Costello and no one has ever surpassed 
them. 

The man who we honor tonight with a Special 
Mrs. Ann Radcliffe Award was born in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, on October 2, 1895. He pres- 
ently lives with his wife of 50 years, Betty, in 
Woodland Hills. He has one son, one daughter 
& 4 grandchildren. 

With his partner, the late Lou Costello, the 
comic antics of Bud Abbott have been enjoyed 
by the public in more than 40 hilarious motion 
pictures, on radio & television for many years 
and more recently in the color Hanna-Barbera 
cartoons. 

Abbott & Costello’s world was a wonderful 
world for me. I first learned of that world when 
I was a schoolboy when ABBOTT & COSTELLO 
MEET FRANKENSTEIN was released and in 
the last 20 years I have seen it on the average 
at least once a year. It is a gentle & delightful 
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satire and indeed the best satire ever done of 
the horror films. The Hollywood Reporter said 
of it, “A crazy, giddy show that combines chills 
& laffs in one zany sequence after the other. ” 
It is a really amusing & enjoyable film. The hor- 
ror sequences are well-staged and the satire was 
often extremely clever. Asa parody the film was 
fresh & original. And it will be so 50 years from 
now. 

ABBOTT & COSTELLO MEET FRANKEN- 
STEIN is a film of tremendous importance in 
the Gothic story. It was the first installment 
of a new series which could be titled ABBOTT & 
COSTELLO MEET FAMOUS MONSTERS. 
For in later years Abbott & Costello were intro- 
duced to the Killer (Boris Karloff), the Invisible 
Man, the Mummy and Dr. Jekyll & Mr. Hyde. 
Finally Abbott & Costello entered the science 
fiction field with ABBOTT & COSTELLO GO 
TO MARS. 

Bud Abbott is a most gentle & kind man. His 
generosity to the Count Dracula Society is born 
witness by the sterling silver pins all Governors 
of our Society wear. May we all this evening 
wish him well, better health, a long & prosperous 
life.
